WASHINGTON, Sept. 11.—The interior 


department is receiving n large num- 
ber of alarming- reports and complaints 
from parties in Oklahoma, Kansas and 
points adjacent to the lands to be 
opened on the 16th,"charging1 all sorts 
of jobs and conspiracies on the part of 
corporations and alleged societies to 
get fraudulent possession of the lands. 
Among the numerous letters received 
was one to-day from a correspondent 
at King-fisher stating that he was in 
possession of information that the 
Bock Island and Santa Fe railroads 
intended to run a train some time next 
Saturday for the benefit of its officers, 
town builders, employes and friends, 
for the purpose of getting possession of 
the leading town sites of Enid, Pond 
Creek and other points on the lines of 
railroad. 


Neither the secretary of the interior 


nor Land Commissioner Lamoreux is 
paying any attention to these stories.as 
ample precautions have been taken to 
prevent anyone getting an advantage 
over 
the 
legitimate 
homeseeker. 


Judge Lamoreux says that the men in 
charge there are among the the best 
officials of the land office, who have 
had experience in such matters before 
and know how to checkmate all at- 
tempts of a fraudulent character to 
get possession of town site lots.

Yesterday morning he arose 
"at 5 o'clock, and two bours later his 


THE GKAKY LAW. 


Has the Administration Called a Halt In 


the Matter of Its Enforcement P 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 11.—The ques- 


tion of whether or not the administra- 
tion hat called a halt in the matter of 
enforcing the Geary law, and its deci- 
sions, and the passage of the Everett 
"bill, introduced in the house Satur- 
day, to extend the time for registration 
until September 9 next year, at the 
same time modifying the stringency of 
tho conditions imposed by the Geaifr 
bill, is exciting much attention. 


Attorneys for the Chinese legation in 


"Washington having heard reports of 
additional instructions for the enforce- 
ment of the law prepared 
at tho 


treasury department, made inquries 
there regarding them 
Subsequently 


one of the attorneys stated to a reporter 
of the United Press that they had been 
informed that no orders on the subject 
had been given other than those pro- 
mulgated at the time the exclusion act 
was declared to be constitutional by 
the supreme court. 


The attorney further stated that ho 


expected no change in the situation be- 
fore the date of the sailing of the first 
steamer for China from San Francisco, 
upon which the Chinese ordered to be 
deported eoukl leave 
the country, 


which is tho 12th, to-morrow. It is 
believed that an effort will be made to 
secure a stay of execution of the judg- 
ment of Judge Ross' court. 


Inquiry at the new Chinese legation 


on Fourteenth street, over which the 
Chine&e dragon and fire-ball float to 
the wontlcr and interest of passers-by 
and the neighbors, was met with a 
polite reference to the attorneys for 
information.

The Woman's Son and a Hired M«n 


Held on Suspicion—Blood Pound on 


the Latter's Shirt Front—A 


Damaging Admission. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., Sept 10.—Mrs. 


James Wright, an employment agent, 
was found murdered yesterday 'even- 
ing, in her office on the second floor ol 
the Hall building, in the very heart of 
the business center of the city. 


The corpse lay at the right of an 


open desk. The hands were tied be- 
hind her back with a double wrap oi 
stout binding twine. Her feet were 
drawn slightly upward, and at the 
ankles a single wrap of the same twine 
confined the limbs. She wore a plain 
black dress and a waist of figured cot* 
ton goods. About the woman's fore- 
head was bound a blood-stained hand- 
kerchief. 


When the police surgeon came and 


turned the woman's face from the 
carpet it was seen that she had been 
frightfully beaten. 
The face was 


swollen and discolored and from the 
nostrils had trickled a pool of blood in 
which the face was almost buried. 
Her dress was open at the neck and 
the throat showed cruel bruises aud 
the marks of finger nails—the latter at 
first thought to be knife cuts, so cruel 
had they been A broken watch chain 
lay upon the floor, and under a chair a 
little to one side lay the upper set of 
false teeth of the dead woman, who 
was some so years old and of rather 
powerful build. 


The only evidence of a strugglo wa 


upon the body itself, aside from th. 
broken chain and the sut of teeth. A 
small glass case of artificial flowers 
upon a stand between the windows 
was unbroken, and not a thing in the 
room seemed disturbed. 
A vacant 


canary cage hung above the head of 
the corpse, *b.e ringer, that hod occu- 
pied It being with a mate-la (UBftge 
icross the room. 


The cotton handkerchief about the 


woman's head was a man's size. It 
was doubtless used as u. gag. The wo- 
man was probably seated at her desk, 
a frail affair set against ^the wall. A 
3low sent her to the floor, and then 
she was pounded and 
choked and 


Beaten into insensibility. Then her 
.ands and feet were bound. She could 
not have struggled much'after this, 
else she would have loosened her feet, 
for there was only a single wrap of the 
twine about her ankles 
° 


She was last seen alive, so far as has 


been developed, at 4:30. She was 
found dead just before 7. 
! 


Mrs. 
Wright, or Mme. wright, as she 


was familiarly known, had been in the j 
employment agency business here for , 
years, and has a grown son in the same 
business on Main street. He has not 
yet been found. His partner is de- 
tained by the police, but simply as a 
precautionary measure, not from any 
suspicion attaching- to him. 


In a pocket in the woman's dress was 


found a pocketbook containing $1.01 
Ln small change. Not until after the 
police had completed their examina- 
tion and the body had been taken in 
charge by an undertaker and the cor- 
orner was other money found. As the 
body was undressed it was found that 
under her ordinary flannel underwear 
she wore what appeared to have onco 
been a pair of man's trousers with the 
legs cutoff close to the thighs, the ends 
scalloped and embroidered in lace. In 
each of the two pockets were old and 
much worn pocketbooks containing 
gold, each coin wrapped in cloth or pa- 
per so that it could not jingle. There 
was $170 In all. Seven gold rings, 
some of them of elegant workmanship, 
were also In the pocketbooks.

There is a theory, upon which the ] 


detectives are working, that the mur- 
der was committed by the mafia. Re-

employment agents 


here, and among them Mrs. Wright, it 
is claimed, have collected money from 
Italians and sent them out to water 
tanks and way stations, where \vork 
was promised, but none found. Two 
agents were arrested yesterday on 
complaint of some score of indignant 
Italians who had been swindled. It 
is thought that such a party may have 
been defrauded by Mrs. Wright and 
wreaked vengeance by taking her 
life. 


About 10 o'clock last night Ed Froisy, 


son of Mrs. Wright by a former hus- 
band, and Albert Louk. a hired la- 
borer, drove in from the family resi- 
dence, four miles south of the city. 
They went directly to the undertaker's 
and reported that they had heard of 
the murder through a neighbor. They 
were taken before Chief Speers. There 
was blood upon Louk's shirt. lie ad- 
mitted having been at Mrs. Wright's 
office at 6 o'clock, but said he found 
the door locked and could not enter. 
The chief thinks he killed the woman. 
He was held pending an investigation. 


The murdered woman's son says she 


was a sister of Bat Masterson, who has 
a record of having killed many men. 
Masterson is now a sporting man »t 
Denver, and will probably 
second

AT THE WORLD'S FAIR. 


Another Dull and Unattractive Sunday 


-Last Week's Attendance. 


WORLD'S FAIE GKOUJTDS, CHICAGO, 


Sept. 11.—Sunday comes to the Whita 
city like the first day of Lent after a 
season of social gaiety. It was dull 
and unattractive yesterday to the few 
thousand visitors who were seen in the 
buildings and on the highwa3rs of the 
picturesque park. 
The Plateance re- 


sorts as usual drew three-fourths oi 
the people who entered the gates, and 
kept them there until the closing hour. 
Althoug-h there is no immediate pros* 
pect of a judicial order dissolving the 
Sunday-opening injunction, the council 
of administration took no action in the 
line of providing for sacred music and 
preaching, nor is it likely that any 
effort will be made to make the ex- 
position more attractive to the reli- 
giously or worldly-inclined people on 
the remaining Sundays left of the ex- 
position season. 


Beginning to-day the Kansans will 


be here for a week, and they will have 
as companions the people of Vermont, 
Maryland, Michigan, Ohio, Colorado, 
the shoe and leather men, the army ot 
railroad employes, the New Mexican 
citizens and the silverites from the 
west. The veterans will also celebrate 
with the republic of Costa Rica, the 
Keely institute graduates and the 
Amateur Athletic union. 


The states and territory celebrating 


this week will be represented by their 
governors. The exposition manager* 
expect this week's attendance will ex- 
ceed that of last week, which was 
1,119,689, the banner-bearing record 
for the season. The attendance for 
the whole mcmtft of May was only 
1,050,037. 


The Emergency hospital Saturday

ON THE VKROE OF WAR. 


Brazil In Danger at Another Bloody 


Revolution. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 11.—Brazil is on 


the verge of another bloody revolu- 
tion. Martial law has been proclaimed 
in Rio de Janeiro, the capital of that 
republic, and the inhabitants arc in a 
state of intense excitement 
They are 


in momentary terror lest the rebels 
holding the war ships in the hai bor 
will bombard the city. 


United States Minister Thompson 


ur^es the government to send a war 
ship at once to the scene of the dis- 
turbance. This is necessary for the 
protection of American interests iu the 
Brazilian capital. 


AU Quiet In Bio Janeiro. 


LONDON, Sept. 10 —The British lega- 


tion has communicated to the press an 
official telegram from Rio Janeiro, 
dated September 9, which says: "Th* 
city is perfectly tranquil. Tho streets 
present their usual busy aspect. The 
theaters and other places of public re 
sort are open. 
The government is 


strong and will repress the revolt. 
Congress has voted in favor of a states 
af siege, which, however, the govern- 
ment hopes it will not lie necessary to 
establish. 


The insurgents have attempted to 


land at various points, but everywhere 
have been energetically 
repulsed. 


They now appear to be disheartened. 


The insurgeant spuadron Is dis 


persed over the bay and has no means 
of action. It ia held In check by 
the forts 
and can not get to sea. 


The naval officers having been sum- 
moned to report at headquarters. It 
wa-3 understood that twenty-eight in- 
subordinate sergeants on the vessels 
had joined the revolutionists. 
The 


military officers are united and will 
aid the government whenever neces- 
sary. Mercantile and banking busi- 
ness continues to he carried on regu- 
larly. 


Nothing Heard from the Oral ura York- 
town ana Oharlsatcn. 


WASHINGTON, Sept 10.—No advices 


have yet been received from the cruis- 
ers Yorktown and Charleston, now an 
the South American coast, one of 
which the navy department desired to 
station at Rio de Janeiro. Secretary 
Herbert has given up hope of hearing 
from 
the Yorktown, and she will 


doubtless proceed to the Pacific sta- 
tion. The Charleston is expected to 
stop at Rio, and orders hovo been sent 
for her to remain at that port. 


It has not been definitely settled 


whither the Detroit, now at the Nor- 
folk navy yard, will go. She may be 
ordered to Hlo or to Greytown, Nicar- 
agua, where it is reported fresh trouble 
has broken out 
Secretary Herbert 


said to-night the destination of the De- 
troit would be determined to-morrow. 


Another AnarohUt Mob In Spain. 


MAEBID, Sept 11.—A riot broke out 


in Santander on Saturday during a 
fire in a populous quarter. A mob 
forcibly entered the municipal build- 
ings, and after destroying the furni- 
ture, threw everything out of the 
windows. The residences of the mayor 
and the hading councillor were treated 
in the same way. The mob was finally 
dispersed by troops. The riot WM oe- 
tenalbly caused by a deficiency of wa- 
ter, hut it is really another evidence at 
the wave of anarchism rwaalxur om>
